GMDDEN TOUR NEWS 


Tourists Found Bedford Springs Both 


Restful and Beautiful, 


As details of the A. A. A. touring 
contest for the Glidden trophy are 
unfolded, it is becoming evident that 
the event this year will be mu.cn more 
interesting and important from every 
viewpoint than ever before. 
In no 


former years has the route been laid 
out through so , much magnificent 
scenery, so many points of summer 
attractiveness, and so many large 
cities. 


The work of laying out the route 


of the tour is now in progress and 
about two-thirds completed. 
Tae 
run for each day and the stopping 
places at night and Sundays, as thus 
far arranged, are: 
July 9, Buffalo, 
N. Y., to Cambridge Springs, Pa., 
117.4 
miles; July 10, Cambridge 
Springs to Pittsburg, 110.2 
miles;

Boston. 


From Boston the tour will go up 


into Maine, back into the White 
Mountains, and probably disband at 
Saratoga Springs on July 22 or 23. 
The details beyond Boston will not 
be settled until after the pathnnding 
trip is completed. 


The secretary of the touring board, 
in speaking of this section of the 
route, said: 
"From Pittsburg the 
route leads across several summits of 
the Alleghenies to Bedford Springs, 
where Sunday will be spent. 
Those 
who went on the tour last year will 
be glad to learn this, because of the 
beauty of the scenery and the restful- 
ness of the place. 
This will be a 
hard pull for the cars, however. 
There were more hills to be sur-

in going from Bedford

In Memoriam 


The committee appointed by the 


Bedford Bar at a meeting held on 
May 16, 1908, to prepare and report 
a memorial of John P. Reed, Esq., 
one of its respected members who 
died on the 14th instant at the ad- 
vanced age of 91 years and four 
months, begs leave to submit the fol- 
lowing, viz: 


The sword of a strong arm has 


again fallen "upon us, and a well- 
used, faithful link in the chain that 
binds us together has been severed. 
Had man continued perfect, then had 
there been no law, no penalty, no 
death for him. But "the deformity 
of Adam" descended upon us, to ef- 
face the beauty of holiness, and thus 
saith the Book of the Law, "what 
man is he that liveth and shall not 
see death?" 


The sod that fell upon the coffin 
that contained the mortal remains 
of John P. Reed is jet damp; the 
tears that bedewed the eye of friend- 
ship are not yet wiped away; and we 
are met here to recall and to speak 
of him as he was—and as he will be 
remembered 


John P. Reed did not enter the 


profession of Law until he was about 
:hirty-five years of age and, as he 
freely admitted, never ceased to re- 
ret that his earlier life had not been 


more assiduously devoted to a more 
perfect preparation for the responsi- 
ble and complex duties which daily 
confront the active practitioner. He 
had no taste for the Quarter Ses- 
sions contests, nor did he seek or 
covet ,the laurel wreaths to be won 
only by the cultured trial lawyer, 
jut, as a careful counselor, as a safe 
and honest conveyancer, and as a 
iveli posted and prudent Orphans' 
Dourt practitioner, he had no super- 
or at this Bar in his day and genera- 
tion. 


Although he had learned the diffi- 


cult task of how to grow old grace- 
'ully, yet, ior many years last past, 
lis connection with the Courts and 
the active duties of the profession 
i\as that of an interested spectator. 
To those who knew him, even half 
as well as miny of us did, we can 
jonfldentlj sjj—look back on his 
il'e, think oi his deportment as a 
citizen, as a private gentleman, as a 
nibhc official, as an attorney, as a 
leisonal friend, as a brother, as a 
lather, as a husband, as a professing 
Christian, as a worker in the Sunday 
school, and as a member and laborer 
n the Church, and wherein did he 
ail in the discharge ot his duty? 


The gentle suavitj of his amiable 


nanners shall no longer entice our 
affections 
and lead us to gather 


around him, nor shall the dignified 
.error of his honorable character ex- 
cite our further admiration. Correct 
in his sentiments, exemplary in his 
conduct, useful in society, and faith- 
f u l to his friends, his memory shall 
be cheristcd so Ion? as we shall love 
to look at what is beautiful in vir- 
tue. 


His seat at the Bar is vacant; his 


name is blotted liom the Docket, but 
it is entered in the Book of the 
Courts of Heaven, which the hand of 
Death has not the power to open; 
and that Record shall endure for- 
ever. 


Resolved, That this testimonial be 


presented to the Court at its next 
meeting, with the request that it be 
filed and recorded at length in and 
among the Records of the Court, and 
that a duly certified copy thereof be 
given to the family of our departed 
brother.

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HECKERMAN IdETTER 


The Writer Finds Well-Paved Streets 


in "Old Kentucky" Towns. 


Paintsville, Ky. 
Several years ago 1 wrote you 


from this town, which is on the Big 
,Sandy river. At that time I describ- 
ed, in my humble way, the big and 
deep mud holes, and the terrible con- 
dition of the roads and streets. It is 
not so any more. Some young blood, 
. some 
energetic 
and 
enterprising 
.young men who had been away from 
nome and seen other towns, other 
roads, and learned how others did 
thus and so, were -elected members 
of the town council—for it is only a 
town of fifteen hundred. 
Well, they 
•asked for bids for paving and drain- 
ing the streets. The U. S. govern- 
ment, seeing that the boys were for 
improving the town, sent an engineer 
there to see about making a good 
road from the C. & O. depot to the 
town. 
Then about that time the C. 
& O. R. R., seeing that all meant 
well toward che town and the road a 
mile away, "chipped in" and told 
Uncle Sam that they would assist in 
making a good road for those who 
had business with their company. So, 
today, this once terribly muddy town 
is all paved and there is a splendid 
pike from the town to the depot. 
Real estate has advanced over one 
hi} 
1 per cent, during the past 
year. 
Nice three-story brick build- 
ings have been and are now being 
rapidly erected. 
So much for the 
new blood that said, "We will pave 
and improve our town." "A gentle 
hint," I hear some one say. All right 
boys, put it into execution! The gov- 
ernment engineer, while he was hav- 
ing the road built, had men stationed 
at different places twice each week to 
count the teams of all kinds that 
would travel the road and the aver- 
age was over eight hundred. 
Many 
of these had one, two, four, six, or 
eight oxen in them. Of course' this 
is one or two more than would pass 
through Bedford each day en route 
to the depot. However, the big trac- 
tion engines would count for half-a- 
hundred ox teams. 


We have had rain up this way 
every day for over a week prior to 
. last Saturday, when the sun shone 
forth again. 
The Big Sandy was 
very high and raftsmen were to be 
seen almost all the way up with big 
rafts going down to Catlettsburg, 
Ky. Some of those rafts, I was told, 
had yellow poplar logs as straight as 


•s an arrow and sixty feet long. Tim- 
ber of this style is getting scarce near 
the river and many of these logs are 
brought down from the mountain by 
ox teams. 
The life of a raftsman is 
certainly a very hard and dangerous 
one. 
I see where several men on 
log rafts lost their lives by their 
rafts breaking apart, throwing them 
into the river, and being held down 
by the big logs. 
None of it for me. 


One evening over a week ago, 
when on the train bound for Pike- 
ville, I met J. J. Hoblitzell of Hynd- 
man, who was bound for the Elkhorn 
country some twenty-five miles be- 
yond. I was mighty glad to see him 
and he was as much surprised to find 
that Fort Bedford P-nuts were sold in 
this far-away country. 
We had a 
very pleasant chat until I had to get 
off the train at Louisa, Ky. He said 
Frank E. Colvin was to have been 
with him but he had missed his train 
at Grafton, W. Va. 
I said when 
Frank had travelled the Kentucky 
roads as I had he would not depend 
on them, and he must have missed 
the next train as I did not see him 
on it the following morning. I told 
my friend, Mr. McCulloh, who man- 
ages the Pikeville Wholesale Grocery 
Company, to look after these two 
Pennsylvania 
friends and not let 
them get lost in the push between 
the depot and the Pike hotel. Had 
the weather been propitious I think 
I should have waited and arranged a 
•couple Democratic speeches for Mr. 
€olvin. 
Jf this was his first trip up 
the Big Sandy he no doubt can tell 
you some good stories as to the ways 
of the good Kentucky people. 


Next week I expect to go to the 
Jackson district. 
This is the end of 


the Lexington and Eastern Railroad 
and the place is noted for more scraps 
than any other place in the state. 
Tis in and about Jackson that there 
are so many shooting scrapes. 
Last 
week there were three and one 
cutting affray, jn which a man had 
his arm cut off by a single swing of 
of big messer in the hands of his 
brother-in-law. 
I have never been 
out in that section. 


With all the rain and cold winds 
in May the gardens look fine and 
some potatoes I see have been work- 
ed. I am told that the fruit has not 
been destroyed and that unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs there will be 
a big crop. The furnaces in the Ken- 
tucky and Ohio sections are doing 
nothing and many men are out of 
employment. 
It makes business of 
many kinds rather slow. Next week 
I expect to be in Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia, and will probably see a num- 
ber or Bedford folks.

Meeting of Fruit Growers at Court 


House May 3O. 


The Fruit Growers' Association of 
Bedford 
county 
will 
hold 
their 


monthly meeting in the court house 
Saturday, May 30, and all members 
are requested to be present. The of- 
ficers for the coming year are to be 
elected and it is important that as 
many members, or all, should be 
' present, if possible. There is no rea- 
son why this organization should not 
go on, but it means that unless.the 
fruit growers who are interested in 
this organization turn out and attend 
the meetings it is useless to continue. 
The two days' meeting held last De- 
cember was a success in every way, 
but since that time we have not been 
able to get enough together to hold a 
meeting. We have a membership of 
about 60 paid-up members and ap- 
parently not enough interested or the 
realization of the fact that they do 
not know anything worth talkiug 
about fruit culture. 


In a county like Bedford, with 
more apple trees not yet in bearing 
than any other county in the state of 
Pennsylvania (between eighty and 
one hundred thousand) there is no 
reason that we should not have a 
good, strong organization. We raise 
plenty of fruit but it is not of the 
quality that makes a county famous 
nor is it put up in a way to make 
its growers known the world over. 
The growers must get together, fix 
upon a system of grading and pack- 
ing their fruit, and stamp the name 
of the grower upon each package, in- 
viting the public to pass judgment 
upon their products. 


The fruit growers of this county 
are not manifesting as much interest 
as they should in the work done 
along horticultural lines by the de- 
partment of agriculture at1 State Col- 
lege and Harrisburg. We have seven 
tillage and fertilizer 
experiments, 
started by the experiment station at 
State College last year, in Bedford 
county and the inspection, spraying 
demonstrations, the two days' meet- 
ing in December, and the demonstra- 
tion work at the county home. There 
is no excuse to offer other than neg- 
lect to our best interests. I for one 
want to see the organization go on 
but not as in the past. Let there be 
a full turn out at our next meeting, 
May 30.

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H. & B. T. Agreement 


The Huntingdon and Broad Top 
Railroad Company has presented a 
new agreement to persons seeking 
employment in all services. The com- 
pany agrees to pay $1,000 in case of 
an employe being killed or dying 
within 30 days after being injured. 
The contract is void if the employe 
belongs to or joins a labor organiza- 
tion. By the agreement the employe 
releases the company from all liabil- 
ity in excess of the amount stipulated 
in case of death or accident.

satute prohibiting their use, and did 
not want to give them up.

the self-loading type was no more de- 
structive of game than less modern 
arms and therefore perfectly lawful 
to use.
